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THE DAINGEBFIELD FAMILY.

Correction. — Page 98. Miss L. Baylor Daingerfield, of Tappahan- 
nock, writes: "I notice an error in your Magazine, p. 98. (20) John* 
Daingerfield's first wife was Frances Southall; his second wife was 
Eleanor Bowles Armistead, who was my father's mother. 25 John 7 Dain- 
gerfield was the son of Frances Southall and half brother of my father, 
Judge Henry W. Daingerfield. He (John') married Judith Braxton, 
and they are parents of Mrs. Fannie Southall Bellfield, who can give you 
information about the other children of (20) John 8 Daingerfield and 
Frances Southall." 

6 Col. Edwin 4 Daingerfield, of New Kent, had, as seen, 
a son 10 William B Daingerfield, who, in 1766, was trustee, with 
Alexander Boiling and William Allen, for the sale of "Broad- 
way/' on the Appomattox, the property of Dr. William Stark, 
who married his sister, Mary Bassett Daingerfield. 

10 William 5 Daingerfield was educated in England, and 
in 1774 was living at "Belvidera," on the Eappahannock, seven 
miles below Fredericksburg. There has been recently published 
in the American Historical Review for October, 1900, the diary 
of John Harrower, who was employed by Col. Daingerfield as a 
teacher for his children, and this diary contains many details of 
Col. Daingerfield's manner of life. He had a large plantation 
and many negroes, owned a chariot, and shipped to England an- 
nually 3,600 bushels of wheat. Col. William 5 Daingerfield and 

Sarah , his wife, had issue : 26 Edwin Dangerfield, born in 

1766, 27 Bathurst, born 1768 ; 28 William, born 1770 ; 29 Hanna 
Bassett Daingerfield; 30 John. "On the 31st of July (1774) 
Mrs. Daingerfield was delivered of a fourth son, who is now my 
name son — John Harrower." 

27 Capt. Bathurst 6 Daingerfield (William 5 , Edwin 4 , Wil- 
liam 3 , John 2 , William 1 ) was born May 13, 1768, at "Belvidera." 
He settled in Alexandria, where he was surveyor of the port. He 
married while in England Elizabeth Kay, in St. George's Chapel, 
Liverpool, daughter of John Kay, who married Miss Lonsdale, 
whose mother is said to have been Moss. Bathurst had issue, 
30 Henry; 31 William, died young; 32 Edward; 33 John B.; 
34 Harriet, who married Capt. David Boyd Smith; 35 Lucy, 
killed by a fall; 36 Susan, married Brooks; 37 Eliza Lonsdale; 
38 Maria, married Hodges; 39 Virginia Bland, born May 17, 
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1819, died May 2, 1866, married William S. Peachy, of Wil- 
liamsburg. 

28 (Dr.) William: 6 A. Daingerfield, born October 13, 1769, 
was educated in medicine at Edinburgh, settled in Alexandria 
about 1800, served as colonel in the war of 1812, and died at his 
estate in Prince George county, Md., October 19, 1821. (See 
Brockett's History of Alexandria, Washington Lodge No. 22.) 

In 1792, "H. B. Daingerfield (Hanna Bassett Daingerfield) 
witnessed the marriage settlement of Nathan Blodget on Martha 
Bland. Other witnesses, John Bland and May Bland (Prince 
George County Records). Martha Bland was widow of Col. The- 
oderick Bland, and after the death of Blodget she married one 
Corran, a sea captain, with whom she went to Prance, and there 
died. A journal kept by her for three years at Cawsons, during 
her second widowhood, dated about 1795, was extant in 1840. 
(see Bland Papers, I., p. 74, note.) She was probably a sister of 
Col. William Daingerfield of "Belvidera." (See suggestively 
Bland Papers, Vol. II., p. 18, and letter from Arthur Lee, Chat- 
ham, near Fredericksburg, to Hon. Theodorick Bland: "Col. 
Daingerfield and family are well," etc. Ibid., II., p. 77.) 

Bobinson Daingerfield, who must have been a brother of Col. 
William Daingerfield, of Belvidera, was living on the Matta- 
poni in 1772. (Hening's Stats., VIII., p. 634.)

In the review of The Thomas Booh, in Vol. IX., No. 1, July, 
1900, of your publication it is said, in speaking of the Howard 
families of Virginia and Anne Arundel county, Maryland, "the 
statement of Col. John Eager Howard that his grandfather, 
Joshua Howard, came to this country in 1667 (1687?), at the 
time of Monmouth's Bebellion, is disproved by the date of his 
own birth (1752), which would demand another generation at 
least. Assuming that Matthew Howard, of Norfolk, was the 
father of Cornelius mentioned in the will of Eichard Hall, we 
have Matthew, of Lower Norfolk county, Va., who had Cor- 
nelius, member of the Maryland Assembly, who had Joshua,
